Grade Crossings 


A_plan has been devised by Governor Smith of New York 


which will shortly be laid before the legislature of that state 
providing for the elimination of some 4,000 grade crossings 
and thereby increasing- by that much the safety of road users 
in the Empire State. 


In offering his plan Governor Smith calls attention to the 


appalling increase in the number of crossing fatalities and the 
urgent need for speedy elimination of the more dangerous 
grade crossings. His suggestions refer especially to grade- 
<crossings outside of city "areas and would place them under 
the jurisdiction of the state superintendent of public works. 
The financing of the abolition of a grade crossing would be 
borne by the railroad, the state and the Immediate political 
unit benefited. 


Governor Smith's appeal for the speedy elimination of the 


.grade-crossings has its application in every state in the union.' 
The grade-crossing menace is not_cpnfined to any particular 
locality, although of course, it is greater in congested distrLts. 
.Increased speed of trains and greatly augmented road traffic 
brings a natural aggravation of the problem. Protective de- 
vices for crossings, while a factor in keeping down accidents 
are not a sure guarantee.
